CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—“We cannot stamp out home brewing in 
Chicago,” said John Kellander, prohfhition officer for Mlinois, dis- 
cussing the dictum by the Treasury Department that home brew

“We would have to station men on every doorway in Chicago, | 
night and day. We cannot enter ¢ house without a search warrant 
and then we must have reasonable grounds for believing the home 
brew is being sold. If it is made solely for home consumption I 
believe the brewer is safe. 

“Nonintoxicating fruit juices may ‘be made at home, but home 
brew, @istilied epirits and intoxiesting wines are all prohibited. I 
have written to Washington for « full statement of just what I may 
do and will enforce the law to the best of my ability. 

“However, the home brewer is taking a big riak in any event, 
No one can have in his kitchen or basement the proper facilities » 
for making beer. Vessels should be sterflized and the liquor should | 


be filtered through wood pulp, pesteurtzed and aged in sterilized 
air. Home brew is certain to be green, unclean end injurious.” 

U. 8S. Dist.-Atty. Clyne announced that stores selling gtills and 
home-brew apparatus would be visited and names of all purchasers 
secured. Prohibition officers will then visit these places and give 
warning.

GINGER COOKIES. 


For ginger cookies sift four cup- 
fuls of flour with half a cupfu)] of 
sugar, two tablespoonfuls of ginger, 
two teaspoonfuls of cloves and half 
a teaspoonful of salt; add to this 
half a cupful of lard and one cup- 
ful of molasses. Work to smooth 
dough. Roll out on a floured board, 
cut with a biscuit cutter, stick with 
a fork and bake in a quick oven. 
Cheap and easy to make. 

Frozen plum-+pudding served with 
whipped cream is a dish never to 
be forgotten. To make chop fine 
half a cupful of preserved cherries, 
half a cupful of seeded raisins, and 
half a cupful of citron; add to this 
three tablespoonfuls of grated cho- 
colate and enough orange juice to 
cover. Place in a sauce pan and 
simmer until a paste is formed, stir- 
ring frequently Make a custard of 
four egg yolks, one and a half cup- 
fuls of sugar and four cupfuls of 
milk, when custard is thick and 
smooth add to the fruit mixture 
with two cupfuls of whipped cream 
flavored with vanilla. Place in a 
freezer and when it is half frozen 
add the stiffy beaten whites of four 
‘segs. When hard remove dasher, 
cover tight, pack with ice and salt 
and let stand for three hours. Serv 
with whipped cream.
